hunting^,  Rangers  are  busy  looking  after  the  safety  of  visitors  and  the 


forests,  and  seeing  that  the  hunting  privilege  is  properly  used.  The 


National  Forests  include  the  Nation's  largest  public  hunting  grounds^ 


end  OR  them,  under  the  U.,  S,  Forest  Servicers  careful  program  of  wild 
life  management p big  game  animals  have  increased  over  140  percent  in 
the  last  12  years®  In  hunting-  as  In  every  sporty  there  is  a gentleman^s 
code  of  conduct  observed  by  all  good  sportsmen®  First  shot  belongs  to 
the  man  v/ho  spots  the  game  Everybody  packs  his  share  of  the  equipment. 
The  Job  of  making  and  breaking  camp  is  always  evenly  divided**  With 
increasing  numbers  partlcipetlngp  hunters  are  no?/  having  a new 
responsibility  thrust  upon  them®  The  rules  of  sportsmanship  should  be 
clearly  defined  and  need  constant  attentiono  Because  of  the  large  number 
of  people  hunting.  l,t  is  important  for  the  individual  hunter  to  wear 
some  mark  of  identification  whereby  he  may  be  easily  distinguished® 

The  hunter  mlstaJcen  and  shot  for  an  elk  is  no  longer  a vaudeville  gagj 
it  is  too  often  an  actuality.  It  must  be  carefully  guarded  against® 

AlsOp  hunters  must  be  especially  carefiAl  ?hen  they  are  shooting  near  a 
range  where  livestock  are  grazing®  And,  as  ever,  great  caution  must  be 
used  in  camp  to  put  out  the  last  spark  of  every  campfire,  and  great  care 


must  be  taken  ?/lth  burning  cigarettes  ejid  pipe  tobacco®  The  fadl  winds 
may  quickly  transform  a few  smoialderlng  sparks  into  a raging  demon  of 
destructive  flames  ---  For  your  own  personal  protection  and  the  good  of 
the  forests,  the  U*Sp  Forest  Service  asks  that  you  observe  the  rules  of 


good  sportsmanship® 
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. And  for  the  safety  of  others^  take  the  caution  you  would  have  them  take 
for  youa  Remember  --  A good  sportsman  is  a careful  one  alwayse 

There's  great  hunting  on  the  Pine  Cone  National  Forest  this 
year®  Ranger  Jim  Robbins  and  his  assistant « Jerry  Quickj,  have  their 
newly  opened  territory  posted  and  their  checking  stations  have  been 
operating  since  the  opening  date«  Ranger  Jim  is  allowing  supervised 
hunting  in  this  area  because  it  will  help  to  prevent  starvation  by 
keeping  the  game  population  at  the  proper  level  for  the  amount  of  forage
